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a Church among the Malabarians here, y ing 
ſeems the more marvellous. to us, the mou 
Difficulties we have met with in bringing it re 
bout. We know very well, that the Diſpeniii 
tion of the Goſpel, in the New-Teſtament, x 
quires chiefly an ward and inviſible Worſij 
and that many of the Chriſtians dote too muy 
on a fine Set of outward Formalities, confing 
to Churches. However, ſince God is a God 
Order, and requireth to be worſhipped, hot 
privately and publickly, we have been obliged 
reſolve npon raiſing a Church, for our great 
Conveniency ; our own Houſe being on one han 
too ſmall for preaching, catechizing, and adnif 
niſtring the Sacraments, and the Heathens 0 
the other, too ſhy, to venture into the Churcke 
of the Blancks(ſo they call the Chriſtians) ſince the 
were generally adorned with fine Cloaths, ani 
all Manner of proud Apparel; but they then 
ſelves black, and having nothing about 'em b 
a thin Cloth to cover their Body. 
We happened to fall acquainted with a Man. 
an eminent Family in this Country, who offeret 
hoth to come over to our Religion, and to rail 
Church at his own Charge for our Uſe; 
there aroſe jo many Conteſts and Broils about ii 
that he was forced, not only entirely to dropt 
Deſign, but to remove alſo from hence to anotiK 
Place. Notwithſtanding this Diſappointmel 
we, in the Name of God, and in hopes of h 
ing ſupported by our King, laid the Foundati 
of a Church, beſtowing thereon all whatM 
we could poſſibly ſpare from our yearly Fi 
Hon. Every one, that ſaw it, laughedat it as ji 
& raſh Dehgn, and cried us down for Sots, " 
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Jig too boldly upon a thing which, they thought, 
Would certainly come to nothing. However, we 
broſecuted our Deſign in the Name of God, a 
Friend ſending Fifty Rixdollars towards it. By 
his Forwardneſs of our Work, the Enemies 
ere confounded, and ſome of 'em did then 
ontribute ſomething themſelves towards accom- 
fiſhing the whole Affair; which proved no 
mall Comfort to us. Thus is the Building fi- 
iſhed at laſt, and fitted up for a Church-Con- 
gregation. It lies withoos the Town, in the 
Midſt of a Multitude of Malabarians, near the 
Wizh-Road, built all of Stone. It was conſecra- 
ed the Fourteenth of Auguſt, which was the Eighth 
punday after Trinity, in the Preſence of a great 
onflux of Heathens, Mahometans and Chriſtians, 
ho had a Sermon preached to them both in 
Portugueſe and Malabarick. 

This Solemnity was performed to the no ſmall 
Aſtoniſhment of abundance of People, who viſibly 
Uiicovered the Finger of God attending us all along 
In carrying on this Work. And thus we have now 
for {even Weeks together, performed the publick 
der vice in Our Jeruſalem (this being the Name we 
are given to our new-buiided Church) by 
reaching, Catechizing, and adminiſtring the Sa- 
rament of the Lord's-Supper. We continue 
Iſo to preach every Wedneſday, in our native 
anguage in the Daniſh Church, called Sion. Eve- 
ry Sunday Morning we reach in our Church 
ortugueſe, and in the Afternoon Malabaric, each 
ermon being concluded with a ſhort Catechi- 
ation of Children. The ſame is obſerved eve- 
ry Friday, only, that one Day we perform it in 
Malabaric, and the other in Portugueſe. Multi-

At this rate the Work of God runs on 
main. Our Congregation confiſts of S:xty li;

the Chriſtian Religion. There is a blind Mali 
in our Congregation, indued with a large me 
ſure of the Spirit of God, who begins to be vil 
ſerviceable to us in the Catechiſing of others. H 
has ſuch an holy Zeal for the Chriſtian Relig 
that every one is aſtoniſh'd at his fervent anal 
affectionate delivery in Points of Religion. We cant 
expreſs, what a tender Love we bear to our nevi 
planted Congregation. Nay, our Love is arriv_hl 
to that degree, and our Forwardneſs to ſeri 
this Nation, is come to that pitch, that we a 
reſolved to live and to die with them; thougiſf 
according to the Tenour of our Engagement, wh 
mi zht have Liberty to return to Denmark alt 
a ſtay of three or five Years in this Count;
